Wayside Park’. 

Doveland Nursery is a must see, where you can meander 
through a shaded park like nursery and purchase beautiful plants. 

The Pioneer Hall/ Historical Society will welcome you to 
our community and share a bit of Lake Creek’s wonderful history.

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Seasonal Gathering at Ozie and Arthur Burrill’s Ranch 
Little Butte Creek around 1960 
By Greg Walch 

I say ‘seasonal’ because I know it must have been around 
Thanksgiving or Christmas. I remember there were a lot of people 
there. The Burrills had quite an extended family, and many were 
in attendance, including Mac, who was about a year younger than 
I, and Mindy, his sister who is my age, then Mitch, and Mike, the 
oldest boy, and some cousins of theirs, as well. One of their cous- 
ins was a girl. I think her name was Barbara. She was about 
twelve. I was about eight. We were gathering rocks at the edge of 
a rock outcropping above the irrigation ditch behind the house. 
There were flat pieces that had been loosened, when you tumed 
these flakes of rock over they had pretty blue rings, almost the 
color and shape an oil slick on water makes at times. 

When you look up the hill from the driveway this is the 
outcropping just to the left, above the ditch. It’s pretty high, 
maybe twelve to twenty feet, somewhere in that range. I slipped, 
and fell, landing flat on my back in about an inch of water, in the 
bottom of the ditch. It knocked the wind right out of me, and I 
couldn’t get it back right away, which was scarier than the fall. 
Barbara hurried down off of the rock to me. She was a very 
strong girl, and she was scared as well, which no doubt helped her 
to pick me up and carry me down off of that steep bank and into 
the house. 

When my mom and Ozie saw me and Barbara told them 
about the fall, they immediately decided I needed an examina- 
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Ozie removed a few items from the top of a table in the dining 
room and laid me out and began removing my clothes. Off came 
my shirt and I was getting my wind back now. Off came my 
shoes, and I started to protest, feebly. Off came my socks, and | 
was beginning to get my voice. Off came my undershirt and I was 
getting enough air now to begin to struggle and squeal. “What’s 
the matter with this boy, Jody”, asked Ozie. “Greg, quit fighting 
us now, we need to take down your pants so we can look you 
over.” my mom said. 

Now the fight was really on. You can imagine that a 
young boy might be very modest at just about this age. And you 
can imagine a couple of women stripping him down in the dining 
room in front of God and everybody, and how embarrassing that 
might be, but what you haven’t been apprised of are the extenuat- 
ing circumstances. 

You see, earlier in the day, when we were getting ready 
to go up the creek, I had been unable to find any clean underwear. 
Of course this was my fault, because I hadn’t been paying atten- 
tion to getting all my clothes picked up and placed in the dirty 
clothes basket, so they had missed the last wash. So my mother 
had a solution. One which she was sure would encourage me to 
remember to pick up after myself. 

She went into my sisters dresser drawer and came back 
with a pair of beautiful ruffled panties. Oh yeah! Pink. With 
rows of ruffles sticking out about an inch all the way across the 
back, all up and down. There was a fight getting them on me, but 
this was no skirmish now, this was a desperate struggle to save 
face. Unfortunately, I was no match for these two grown women, 
and I was ultimately exposed as having more than just some 
‘ruffled feathers’ from my fall. Fortunately, there were no broken 
bones, just a few abrasions and scratches. Most of the damage 
was to my pride, and that must not have been too lasting, or I 
wouldn’t be telling the story now. 

I must say, however, that I never, ever, have worn an- 
other pair of ruffled panties since. swear. By Greg Walch

She was raised near Lake Creek on a ranch that has been 
in her family since 1876. 

Teresa works in oil and pencil and has a personal connec- 
tion to her subjects. That connection often dictates the medium 
used, the mood, colors and intimacy of the work. It is also a big 
part of what sets her work apart from that of other artists. “I paint 
and draw what stirs my emotion.” “Like, my newest work, 
“Sweetest Day’.” “Due to age and injury this fine old bridle horse 
was retuned home to our neighbors to be put down”. 


We intervened, bringing her home to maybe raise a colt. 
As she progressed through her pregnancy her lameness increased 
causing us to daily second guess our choice. But on this day her 
“Sweetest Day,” she told us, along with her little roan colt, and 
even the world around her, that we’d made the right choice.” 

Another new oil “Sycan Sunrise” is a scene from the days 
when her husband Dan rode for the ZX Ranch in Paisley, OR. 
The painting shows the Remuda in the rope corral at sunrise as the 
jigger boss was roping out each cowboy’s horse for the moming. 

Teresa has shown and competed in all the major shows in 
the West, including the C.M. Russell in Great Falls, Montana and 
the George Phippen Memorial show in Prescott, AZ. This last 
summer in Prescott, Teresa’s oil “Eye of the Storm”, was an 
award winner, in the pencil division. The Prescott Show draws 
artists from across the Nation.

“What brings you to Lake Creek?” 

As Director of the Historical Society, I would like to 
share a recent visit I had by a couple from Medford. They shared 
their explorations of Lake Creek and an interesting bit of history 
about the name of Lake Creek. 

Brian Zablocky and Stephanie Stewart moved to the 
Rogue Valley in October of 2003, from Seattle, Washington. 

l asked the couple what brings them to Lake Creek and 
they said they were looking for a trail to go up. 

Brian and Stephanie love to explore creeks and off road 
places. While at ‘Lake of the Woods Resort’ the couple picked up 
a book called ‘Where the Trails Are’. Ever since that time they 
have been exploring scenic roads throughout Jackson County. 

They traveled up South Fork and saw a sign that read 
covered bridge site, so they visited the bridge. Coming back down 
Lake Creek they saw a sign ‘Dead Indian Soda Springs’. With a 
sign like that they knew they just had to explore it. I asked them 
what were they hoping to see when they got there? 

“Bubbly water coming out of a side of a mountain,” 
Brian and Stephanie said in unison. 

“What did you find?” Stephanie said “At Camp Lat- 
gawa we walked up the trail about 4 a mile before getting to the 
springs. Once there we found a washed out bridge... It was in real 
good shape, intact. Amazing, for what the bridge must have gone 
through! And the spring was water trickling out of the side of the 
hill at ground level, into a pool of water. 

“Even though it was not what we had expected, it was an 
enjoyable trip. Every time we travel up to Lake Creek we find a 
new trail to explore. Each time is a new adventure.” 

The trail book, (mentioned above) gave directions from 
Ashland and an access road to the Dead Indian Soda Springs. We 
tried going back to the valley by that route, but in April, there was 
snow on the ground and we were nervous about getting either 
stuck or lost.

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Troubleshooting History Preservation in Jackson County 

The Jackson County Commissioner’s Budget Committee 
informed John Enders, Executive Director of Southern Oregon 
Historical Society, that funding for all of the counties Museums/ 
Historical Societies will be cut to zero effective July 1, 2007. We 
have been expecting this to happen for some time. 

Even if the county receives O & C funding, none will go 
to the Historical Societies. 

The county is concentrating on public safety and public 
health. The libraries may receive some funds, but not the Histori- 
cal Societies. 

What will the future bring for all fifteen Historical Socie- 
ties throughout Jackson County? 

Lake Creek Historical Society has reserves that will pro- 
tect our society for now; but funding will have to be found for our 
future. L.C.H.S. will continue with Kathy Barlow, the L.C.H.S 
board members AND volunteers until further notice. Through 
continued growth in membership, fundraisers and donations, 
L.C.H.S. will continue to exist. Your support is needed.! 

For Southern Oregon Historical Society, they will basi- 
cally cease all programs and the magazine, “Southern Oregon 
Heritage”. They will be laying off half of their staff. The remain- 
ing employees will take a 10% cut in pay. 

As for the other Historical sites, there has been no notifi- 
cation of any changes. 

As my mother so lovingly reminds me, if we forget our 
past how will we clearly go into the future? 

My family settled in the Sams Valley area in 1864. The 
preservation of history in the Rogue Valley means a great deal to 
me. I will personally do all that I can to see that funding continues 
for the historic sites throughout the Rogue Valley. I am working 
on a project that will include the county as a whole. For those 
community members interested in helping in a fundraiser, please 
contact Kathy at 826-1513.

William and Wilhelmina Densch, Nussbaum Home 

Both, William Nussbaum and Wilhelmina Densch were 
early day immigrants, from Pason Germany, in the 1870’s. She 
came first and he came a year or so later. They were married in 
Jacksonville, Oregon on April 14, 1874. 

Their first home was at Thompson Creek over on the 
Applegate. Their first child, a son, named William Herman, was 
born while they lived there. 

Shortly after, they moved to Lake Creek where the Ger- 
man Settlement was. Wilhelmina’s mother and half sister and 
brother lived there. After coming to Lake Creek they first settled 
at what was known as the Osborne creek area. The water seemed 
to be bad, so they moved on. 

The next move was to the Dailey place, also referred to 
as the Zundel — Eastman Ranch. William may have worked on the 
ranch or rented a place to stay until they got their own homestead 
on the South Fork Road. 

The first house on the Nussbaum homestead was a log 
cabin. Then, in 1886 they built another section out of lumber to 
make it bigger, as their family had grown to six daughters and a 
son. In this picture you will see the Nussbaum home built around 
1900. : 

They not only had a large family, they also hosted many 
events at their home. Large family dinners, babies of the family 
were born there, weddings took place there, as well as parties and 
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dances. People would come from as far away as Eagle Point to 
dances, held at the Nussbaum home. They came by horse back 


wagons and buggies. They would dance all night, have breakfast 
and then left for home. 

The son, William Herman, married Margret O’Dowd. 
They lived on the Nussbaum homestead and raised a family of 
three. Their daughter Joan and Son William P. Nussbaum spent 
most of their lives there. William P. had a family of six and Joan 
Day also had a family of six. Grandson, Bill Day, is living in 
Grandma Nussbuams’ home 

Nussbaums and Days still live on the same homestead and 
are descendants of the son, William Herman. The same house that 
was built in 1900 is still there, and has recently been restored. The 
home looks just the same as it always did. And, to the whole fam- 
ily, it is still Grandma Nussbaums’ House.

Shirley still lives on part of the old John Walch Ranch or 
Lost Creek Road.

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She heard about a gut bucket. It is actually a revised ver- 
sion of a Wash Tub. In old time music, they played a Wash Tub 
for bass. The gut bucket is a plastic bucket, an old oak plow han- 
dle (horse drawn), and a nylon string. The high notes are at the 
bottom of the string, the low notes at the top. You tighten and 
loosen the plow handle to change the notes. But play up and down 
the string. 

The president of the Blue Mountain Old time Fiddlers in 
Union Oregon plays a gut bucket, and he makes them. Shirley 
ordered one and learmed to play it. 
Shirley joined the Oregon Old Time | 
Fiddlers, District 4, here in Med-| 
ford. Oregon has 10 Old Time Fid- wey 
dler districts. 

Shirley has also taken up 
playing the Tambourine, the Mara- 
cas, and the Spoons. And thanks to 
her cousin Maxine Peile for mailing 
her a Wash Board, she is playing | » 
that too. > 

The newest instrument 
Shirley is working on is the stand- 
up bass fiddle. She said four strings } 
are harder to play than one. 

Traveling around Oregon - 
“I have played in La Grande, at a Senior Center, with the Dottie 
Brown Band, twice. In Enterprise, at the Cloverleaf Hall, twice. 
In Bums, at the fair grounds, and in John Day. Going north in 
Oregon, Shirley has gone as far as Gaston. Last spring Shirley 
was asked to join two old time fiddlers, from the Medford district, 
who were nominated to go play special music at the Richreall fair 
grounds. They played to five or six hundred people. 

Traveling around California- At Red Bluff, she teamed 
up with Don Maddox, of the Maddox Brothers and Rose Band and 
two others, to play at the California Western Open Fiddle Contest. 
They extended the juke box contest, playing a fast Hoe Down, 
“Boil that Cabbage Down”. They won the first place medley and 
$50.00. 


Shirley says it 
has been a lot of fun 
and she has met a lot of 
nice people. Her own 
brothers or sisters, not 
even Shirley, herself, 
can believe that a bash- 
ful, quiet, Hill Billy 
Lady from Lake Creek 
would get on the stage 
before a crowd of peo- 
ple, not to mention 
playing a gut bucket. 

Shirley has 
always loved old time 
country western music, 
and to wear western 
cloths.

Never the best, maybe second or third down from best. 
This is why she chose the gut bucket. “It’s been a great time in 
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my life”, was Shirley’s closing remarks. 

And she said “you don’t have to be old to be an Oregon 
Old Time Fiddler.” At contests, the ages range from 3 years old to 
93. And you don’t have to play a fiddle to belong. A portion of 
the fee charged by the Old Time Fiddlers Organization to play at 
events provides scholarship’s for children and young folks to learn 
how to play the fiddle. The object is to keep Old Time Fiddling 
alive and well. 


“What Brings You To Lake Creek?” (continued from page 2) 
better access and a nicer scenic route, as well as being closer to 
Medford if you are gas conscious.” 

Brian and Stephanie stop in and visit whenever their out 
this way. Brian is a student at Rogue Community College and is 
currently taking a writing class. The project he is working on is a 
convincing letter. 

Brian shared why Lake Creek became his subject matter 
for the writing class. “After visiting Lake Creek we went home, 
got on the computer and typed up Lake Creek. Several listings 
came up for creeks or lakes, but not Lake Creek, Oregon. “Then 
we tried the National Atlas a government map site. It listed Lake 
Creek as one word- Lakecreek.” 

This piqued our curiosity. The National Atlas is the au- 
thoritative leader of maps for America. Map companies such as 
Rand McNally refer to National Atlas for their information. Only 
Oregon based companies would have the local understanding of 
the name of Lake Creek as a two word name. 

Brian edits for a website called ‘Wikepedia’. This is an 
information site that anyone can add facts too. Brian found while 
looking at a web site for Medford and local areas of interest, that 
Lake Creek came up as one word. 

This fascinated the couple and they went to the Rogue 
Valley Genealogical Society in Phoenix, to research the history 
behind the name Lake Creek. They read in the ‘Oregon Geo- 
graphic Names’ book about Lake Creek’s name. The information 
that was given referred to the postal records to do with Lake 
Creek. 

From 1886 to 1894 the postal service referred to Lake 
Creek as a two name town. Then in 1894 the national postal for- 
mat changed. From 1894 till the time the Lake Creek Post Office 
was closed in 1959 Lake Creek was listed as one word. 

In Brian’s school project, a convincing letter, he wrote 
that he was in favor of keeping Lake Creek a two word name. His 
argument in favor was not only for financial reasons, having to 
make new Signs, etc., but because that is how the pioneers had 
intended the name to be. 

Isn’t it amazing that just one character change would 
have such a large effect on the research of a town called Lake 
Creek. 


Little Butte Cree 
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Our First Train Ride 
(In the story below a man’s best childhood memory becomes his 
life’s work.) 

I don’t know how many of you can remember your first 
train ride but I sure remember mine. Back in the 60’s I was a 
member of a Boy Scout Troop located in Central Point. 

On long summer days our patrol (the Aardvark Patrol) 
would hike down the tracks from town to Kelly Slough and Gold 
Rey Dam to fish, swim and spend the day. We would always sus- 
pend our activities to watch for the north bound freight at the Gold 
Rey crossing. 

We would put our ear to the track and swear we could 
hear it coming, (this doesn’t actually work until the train is about 
to run over you) put pennies on the track and wave at the engineer. 
One day running light with an engine and a couple of empty box- 
cars the engineer actually stopped at the crossing. We thought for 
sure we were in trouble but instead the engineer said he had been a 
Boy Scout and asked us if we wanted a ride. 

I am sure that even back then this was at least a dozen 
violations of railroad and scout policies and if it happened today 
they would sue the railroad, put the engineer in jail and disband 
the troop. 

We climbed on the engine and off we went at what 
seemed like 100 miles per hour (probably closer to 7 or 8) with the 
Engineer sounding the horn and 7 Boy Scouts clinging to the steps 
and rails. At the next road crossing about a mile up the line he 
stopped and let us off and we waved him gone and he gave us a 
good send off on the air horn. 

For one brief moment on that hot summer’s day, 40 years 
ago, an old Engineer and seven Boy Scouts came together in an 
experience I will never forget. Someday if you see me riding the 
rails somewhere with a big grin on my face and a faraway look in 
my eyes you will know why.

One of our best kid helpers is Detective Ron Walch of 
the Jackson County Sheriff's eo 
Office. Some people stumble 
upon their destiny and that is 
certainly the case with Detective 
Walch. A homegrown boy, 
graduate of Crater High School, 
Detective Walch was well on his 
way to a career in forestry at “——- 
SOU when he took a class in 
criminology. One class led to 
another, and he soon realized his 
path would be law enforcement. a 
He became a Deputy -

sion. Working in this area is real 


world stuff. It’s tough on law enforcement and everyone who 
deals in the realities of abuse, but Ron says that it’s the “positive 
feedback you get from the kids that makes it all work.” He recalls 
a nine-year-old boy who returned with a framed drawing of an 
American Eagle. Below the drawing were the words: “Thanks for 
helping me, Detective Walch.” He also says that you couldn’t put 
a price on the look of trust on a mother’s face when she knows 
that her child will be safe. 

When asked how he personally dealt with working the 
last six-years in child abuse, he said in his straight-forward man- 
ner: “When you work with the negative, you can easily see the 
world as one big negative. You just have to work it out within 
yourself.” And how did he do that? “I am a Christian and have a 
strong faith, a wonderful family and supportive church. This has 
been my rock all my life”. 

Unfortunately, Detective Walch retired last January, 
marking almost 31 years of service. He cites his last six-years as 
his most rewarding and “feels closest to the people he has worked 
with at the Children’s Advocacy Center and especially the kids!” 
We are losing a wonderful kid helper and an amazing human be- 
ing. But the CAC will always have its doors open to Detective 
Ron Walch, kid helper. He’s in a class by himself.

‘The Battle of Lake Creek’ 

Rolling hills of green pasture, a beautiful view of Mount 
McLaughlin, the bustle of hoop skirts and the smells of gun pow- 
der drifting in the air. The crowd of spectators sit along the hill- 
side watching Union Soldiers position themselves for another 
round of gun fire. 

While from the opposite direction one could hear a Con- 
federate Commander yell, ‘Charge’. His troops rose from a 
crouched position and ran for all their worth. You could hear one 
yell ‘don’t back down boys, keep it coming’. A soldier would fall, 
another would tum to help and then he to would go down. As the 
life of this skirmish came to an end the soldiers came forward and 
shared with the audience, their knowledge of the Civil War, and 
their personal reasons for becoming a re-enactor. Many re- 
enactors are historians of this time period or have relatives that 
fought in the Civil War. 

For the last 9 years the Lake Creek Historical Society and 
Cascade Ranch have hosted the ‘Battle of Lake Creek’, in connec- 
tion with the Cascade Civil War Society. June 17 & 18, 2006 
over 500 people came out to experience the historic Civil War Re- 
enactment. 

Some of the activities were daily skirmishes, military 
hospital presentations, fashion shows, children’s drill, encamp- 
ments, sutlers (peddlers and vendors).

Lake Creek Historical Projects 

The history of Lake Creek dates back to the early 1800’s 
and beyond. Our current project deals with the history of Lake 
Creek and its’ residents.

This connection to the farm, to the animals, to the land generates 
the energy and the passion to do the things that you need to do to 
heal yourself. 

Do you want to get well? Visit a farm. Or go into the 
national forests, walk by the ocean, hike in the mountains. At the 
very least, go outside, sit in the sun, walk barefoot on the grass, 
and watch birds, beetles, anything wild and undomesticated. But 
best of all, visit a farm.
